From our own Corrcapondont. • 

<ii'EDr.c,20th Match, 1855. 
Tho lu*t untitling ot our Coalition Govern- 
ment is before iho Leginlnlura nnd ptoplo of 
Canada in tho shapo of a second Hill from the 
enmo goveiimient within this session, to to- 
fomi (?) tho constitution of tho F.ogislntivc 
Council. It will be recollected that in Septem- 
ber last, thin same Government nnnounccd thoir 
intention logo on immediately with llio mea- 
sures previously agreed upon by thoir predecea- 
»o|4 f arid in that month a JJill wan introduced 
by Mr. Morin, to alter the constitution of the 
I.ogislativo Council. Tho Government feigned 
a strong desire, ut far as talking went, to carry 
that Hill immediately through— and went so far 
as to obtain a call of (ho Hutifo for eomo lirno 
in Noveinbci last— ostensibly to procure its sec- 
ond reading with a full House.' Tho call wan 
made, but no movement was attempted towards 
progress with thai Hill. And now, with the ni- 
dition of ihrcu new ministers— two of whom 
have always opposed any reform in that bianeh 
of tho Legislature — they come down with a Rill, 
allowing the old one still to bo on llio tabic, un- 
til with iu successors it shall ho .swept out of 

doors ! 

.Somo features of tho new JJill differ very 
materially from llio old one; among the moro 
notable the following may be named : — Tho old 
one proposed to get rid of all the present mem- 
bers in four years from tho commencement of 
its operation. The new one secures to them 
their stats for life. The old on© made the 
term of fervico of the Elective Members, six 
yeara. The new one makes it eight. The old 
ono gave the Governor power to dissolve that 
branch of iho Legislature, whenever ho. might, 
upon tho'advico of his Cabinet, think it neces- 
sary. Tho new one makes that branch perma- 
nent. ' 

It will not be difficult l<> see by this short 
analysis' which of the two is the more progres- 
sive in its main features. 

Who ever heard of a Legislative body corn- 
posed of nearly equal propoilions of members 
appointed by tho Crown, and elected by the 
people ? 

There are at present, I believe, forty-five or 
forty-six members in thai body j and this bill 
proposes to add forty-eight new ones by elec- 
tion, as representatives of the people— contin- 
uing the forty-five or forty-six who represent 
nobody but themselves. Of the 43 elective 
members, llicre will be 24 from U. C, and a 
liko number from L. C. — notwithstanding U. C. 
now has 200,000 of a papulation more than L. 
C, and the difference constantly increasing. — 
Hut the anti-progressive character of this Uill 
is not the worst thing connected with its history. 
It comes fcefbro the public in (he name of Mr. 
Cauchon— one of the most ultra anli-piogressivo 
men in Canada: when introducing it he had 
the candour to acknowledge his opposilion o 
an elective Upper House, and excused himself 
on the ground of finding a large majority of the 
House and of the country favorable to that prin- 
ciple. What a commentary upon the morality 
of public mm}, who, under our system of Iie- 
.spynsible Government, avow their belief in one 
*et of principles, and for place and power, n«ree
